Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments with regards to the 
rejection of the claims have already been addressed in the final rejection mailed on 08/28/2006 . However, applicant continues to believe 
that the the references cited does not teach his invention. With regards to applicant arguments to the functionality of the cited element of 
Piesco, the examiner asserts that the data repository (11) of Piesco stores various data related to network modeling and simulation 
which includes all experiment definition, system image files, configuration files, hardware and software inventories, system and 
application log files, etc. (i.e. have the function to perform the task as claims) (see para 0015-0020). As per the traffic generation module, 
item 13 of the Piesco reference does simulate and generate traffic (see para 0015-0020). Furthermore, the examiner relies on the 
combination of the references cited for support of the rejection, as Nakamoto further teaches a network testing method and apparatus, 
which includes a workstation (180) connecting to a network testing apparatus (140) equipped with all necessary tools for genrating traffic 
test parameters, setting, receiving, controlling and testing the network and further includes a processing unit (160), (see Nakamoto et al. 
fjg.1., also para 0028-0032). The examiner further notices that the claims are directed to non-statutory subject matter because they do 
not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible results. The examiner further asserts that the combined references cited teaches the entire 
claimed invention.
